Sends Note to Americans 
—Beautiful French 
Girl Helped Lead Up-

WITH THE AMERICAN THIRD

tion of Chartres and Dreux, ad- 
vanced American elements yester- 
day pressed across the Eure Riv- 


er to mark the deepest penetra- 
tion in the direction of Paris, with 
the possible exception of excur- 
sions by patrols beyond Chartres. 

Though firmly in American 
hands, Dreux was under enemy 
shellfire yesterday morning. Snip- 
ers in a suburb called Luce were 
popping briskly late Wednesday 
afternoon at vehicles entering and 
leaving Chartres. An American 
Colonel was anmiong those killed. 
Mopping up of the die-hards in the 
city continued yesterday. 

Chartres is famous for its ca- 
thedral, which ranks with Mont 
St. Michel as the twin jewels of 
religious architecture of the Mid- 
die Ages. The Chartres Cathedral 
is unique in that it has steeples of 
two different styles of Norman 
Gothic architecture. 

Bullets Chip Spire. 

French and American bullets 
struck sparks and cracked chips 
of stone from the Gothic spire 
from which half a dozen German 
sharpshooters rained down bursts 
of machine-gun fire |nto the cen- 
ter of the town. Spurts of dust or 
rock powder curled like wisps of 
smoke around the tower’s grace- 
ful contours of exquisite lacework 
in stone as the bullets. struck. 
Otherwise the sanctuary § appar- 
ently was unscratched. 

Included among the Nazi sur- 
vivors at Chartres were some who 
surrendered on learning that the 
Americans were near at hand. The 
French citizens of Chartres had 
revolted and about 500 attacked 
the German garrison many times. 
Their number was reinforced 
about an hour later by detach- 
ments of an American armored 
unit. 

Garrison Surrenders. 

Dreux is unique in that for the 
first time in the invasion cam- 
paign the enemy force made a 
formal surrender by sending out 
a note asking for permission to 
yield the garrison. A _ regiment 
of SS troops not only shelled its 
own men but all exits were cut 
off at the road by long-range ar- 
tillery and dive bombers. 

The German rank and file us- 
ually is happy to get out of the 
war, but the officers are cocky 
and confident. The Allied vic- 
tories in France, they declared, 
are only minor setbacks for the 
Reich such as anyone is likely 
to suffer in a conflict so huge. 
They are convinced that the fly- 
ing bombs were at the point of 
forcing England out of the war 
and that the range of the mis- 
siles would then be stepped up 
and the United States devastated 
in turn. 

Fierce Street Fighting. 

Many Germans had been es- 
eaping for days, some in French 
civilian gttire and at least one 
in the uniform of a gendarme, 
but there was fierce street fight- 
ing. Enemy nests were sheltered 
high in the cathedral spires\ and 
in hotels and houses, There~were 
scores of dead on both sfdes, in- 
cluding French collaborators and 
Gestapo agents.

CIVILIAN RADIOS TO BE MADE 
AGAIN AFTER NAZIS GIVE UP 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (AP). — 
Maufacture of civilian radio re 
ceiving sets will be resumed after 
the surrender of Germany, but not 
before, the War Production Board 
said today. 

Executive Vice-Chairman Charles 
E. Wilson has notified radio man- 
ufacturers that the curtailment of 
arms production after the Nazi 
collapse might release enough ma- 
terials to make possible the lift- 
ing of quota restrictions on a 
radio industry. 

In the meantime, output of ra- 
dio and radar for war purposes 
must be increased through Decem- 
ber, Wilson said, to a rate about 
16 per cent above the July produc-

Such recommendations woauld 
have to include a complete plan 
for the unified control and utili- 
zation of the waters of the Mis- 
souri River system; one that 
would “reconcile and harmonize” 
the requirements for flood con- 
trol, navigation, reclamation, 
power and other needs “in such 
a way as to secure the maximum 
public benefit for the region and 
the nation.” 

Scope of the MVA Plan, 
The MVA’s over-all plan for the 
valley would be concerned specif- 
ically with the following purposes: 

1. Control and prevention of 
floods through the storage, con- 
trol and disposition of flood and 
surplus waters, and the control 
and retardation of water run- 
off; and the restoration and im- 
provement of the absorption 
and infiltration capacity of the 


soll; 

2. The promotion of naviga- 
tion by the improvement of the 
channels of navigable rivers and 
their tributaries; the prevention 
of siltation of such waters; the 
regulation of stream flow; and 
the development and co-ordina- 
tion of navigation facilities; 


3. Reclamation of arid = or 
swampy public lands by the ir- 
rigation and drainage and the 
economic development and use 
of such lands; 

4. Safeguarding of navigable 
waters and their use by the pre- 
vention and abatement of pol- 
lution of navigable streams and 
their tributaries, “and the pro- 
vision of sewage-disposal and 
water-purification works and 
structures and facilities in con- 
nection therewith”; 

5. The present and future de- 
velopment and conservation of 
water for power, irrigation and 
other uses; the prudent hus- 
bandry of soil, mineral and for- 
est resources; the prevention of 
irreparable waste of the nation’s 
resources from drouths, wind, 
dust storms and soil erosion; the 
integration and equitable distri- 
bution of the benefits of these 
projects? and the equitable con- 
tributions to cost by states and 
subdivisions especially benefited

The title states over-all purpose 
as follows: “A measure to estab- 
lish a Missouri Valley Authority 
to provide for unified water con- 
trol and resource development on 
the Missouri River and surround- 
ing region in the interest of the 
control, and prevention of floods, 
the promotion of navigation and 
reclamation of the public lands, 
the strengthening of the national 
defense, and for other purposes.” 

Organization Prescribed, 

The MVA would be set up as a 
corporate instrumentality of the 
United. States, directed and con- 
trolled by a board of three direc- 
tors, appointed by the President 
by and with the consent of the 
Senate. The President would 
designate the board chairman. 
Board members would receive 
$12,500 a year. 

The first three board members 
would be named for three, six, 
and nine year terms respectively; 
at the end of their terms their 
successors would be appointed for 
full nine-year terms. 

The MVA would be located with- 
in the territory of the Missouri 


fullest possible extent the advice 
and assistance of the people of 
the region, including local and 
state governments. 

MVA directors, like those oper- 
ating the TVA, would be barred 
from having any financial interest 
in any power utility company or 
in holding companies. Merit and 
efficiency alone would determine

The bill authorizes “all appro- 
priations necessary to carry out 
this act.” The net proceeds each 
fiscal year derived from the sale 
of power, water, or from any other 
activities of the corporation, 
would be paid into the Treasury 
of the United States at the end 
of each calendar year, 

Power to Buy, Sell, Condemn. 

The MVA would have power to 
buy, condemn, lease or sell real 
estate for’ the construction of 
dams, __sreservoirs, transmission 
lines, powerhouses, power struc- 
tures, irrigation canals, ditches, 
conduits, pipelines, levees, flood- 
ways and other facilities for flood 
control, navigation, reclamation 
and irrigation at any point along 
the Missouri River, its tributaries 
and watershed, 

The bill provides that the uni- 
fied plan for the valley drafted 
by the MVA within two years 
after the authority is created shall 
be deemed to be in effect if the 
Congress fails to disapprove of 
the plan within four months after 
receiving it for consideration. 


The MVA would be authorized, 
under the measure, to advise and 
co-operate in the readjustment of 
the population displaced by the 
construction of dams, the acquisi- 
tions of right-of-way, and other 
necessary acquisitions of land. 


The Board of Directors would 
be empowered to sell surplus pow- 
er generated and water stored by 
it, not used in its operations or 
for operation of locks and other 
works or in the case of reclama- 
tion projects for reclamation of 
public lands. Such power would 
be sold to states, counties, mu- 
nicipalities, corporations, partner- 
ships and individuals. 


Preference in Power Sale. 


In disposing of electric power 
and energy, the MVA would give 
preference and priority to states, 
districts, counties and municipali- 
ties, and to co-operative and other 
organizations not administered for 
profit. 

The act declares MVA policy 
shall be to make its power and 
water projects self-supporting and 
self-liquidating, and as soon as 
possible the surplus power and 
water shall be sold at rates which 
will produce gross revenues in

be under a mandate to develop 
its plans and recommendations 
and to carry them out in close co- 
operation with the agencies of 
the states and the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

This new agency would be re- 
sponsible to the people of the Mis- 
souri valley through the Congress 
and the President. It would be 
authorized to develop and recom- 
mend to Congress and then carry 
out a unified plan to achieve the 
full development and use of the 
river and its resources. 


This new agency, equipped with 


the best managers, engineers and 
technicians the country can sup- 
ply, would immediately set to 
work to examine existing plans 
for river development. Nothing 
of value and wisdom in our past 
experience would be lost. It would 
identify more precisely the en- 
gineering issues now at the roots 
of our current controversies, It 
would quickly report its findings 
and recommend a plan of river 
development and use which would 
recognize all legitimate interests 
in our great water resources, 

Under this procedure we would 
have an end to the bickering and 
confusing dispute among the ex- 
perts. The people of the whole 
Missouri valley would know 
where they stand; they would 
know what can be dohe to meet 
the requirements of all areas of 
the Missouri! valley. 

This new agency, the Missourl 
Valley Authority, would present to 
the President and to the Congress 
an authoritative and unified re- 
port on the whole river, not just 
parts of it. The committees of 
Congress, overburdened as they 
are, would not be expected to re- 
solve conflicts of technical judg- 
ments and opinions as they are 
called upon to do now. They would 
have a general plan before them, 
certified as to its engineering 
feasibility. Congress would thus 
be free to consider, examine, de- 
hate oe decide the remaining 
questions of high public policy. 

And then we would get to work. 
We would know what is going to 
be done, what it will cost, and 
what results can be expected. We 
would be able to say to this new 
agency: “You have your instruc- 
tions. You are responsible for get- 
ting this job done. Goto it. We 
want no alibis. We want no ‘buck 
passing’ to another agency. The 
job is yours to do in accord with 
the policies and programs ap- 
proved and authorized by Con- 
gress. We, the Congress, repre- 
senting the people of the valley 
and the nation, expect results.” 


Method Successful 
in Tennessee Valley. 


What I am here proposing is 
not new in America, . It has been 
done, It has been eminently suc- 
cessful. 

Such a plan has been com- 
menced, tried, tested and brought 
to fruition in the Tennessee valley, 
where 11 years ago the Congress 
established the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. The TVA, during the 
past 11 years, has functioned as a 
“pilot plant” in the application of 
methods which aim at the com- 
plete development of the resources 
of a great region fed and nour- 
-ished by a great watercourse. 

The Tennessee valley, prior to 
the act of Congress passed in 1933, 
faced much the same problem that 
we face in the Missouri valley to- 
day. It had a tremendous poten- 
tial resource in the Tennessee 
river, but it was relatively unde- 
veloped. It was subject to devas- 
tating floods. The fertile topsoil 
of its basin was steadily wasting 
away under the prevailing agri- 


serve. The distance between the 
Tennessee valley and Washington 
is no protection to the accounta- 
bility of the TVA. It is always on 
the spot, always at hand, it is al- 
ways held to the task of a full 
development of all the resources 
of the valley for all the people. 

I say this is what we lack in 
the Missouri valley. Our destiny 
is not clear until we get it. 

Mr. President, I do not propose 
that the Missouri valley copy the 
experience of the Tennessee val- 
ley in detail or in its technical 
plan or program. I do propose, 
however, that we obtain and 
adopt to the peculiar circum- 
stances of the Missouri valley the 
main idea so successfully demon- 
strated by the Tennessee valley. 
‘Regional Agency, 


Free From Bureaus.’ 

That means we must have a 
regional agency, free from the 
evils of remote vetoes by the 
scores of bureaus in Washington. 

Its officers of decision and its 
experts must be located in the 
region where their work will be. 

It must have a responsibility 
broad enough to encompass the 


tions and program of work and 
accomplishment. 

It must view itself as a working 
partner of existing agencies of the 
federal and state governments and 
private groups and organizations 
pledged to promote the public tin- 
terest. 

It must have sufficient author- 
ity to achieve its responsibilities 
without the power of coercion. 
Persuasion by force of fact and 
reason will be the instrument at 
its hand—not dictation by direc- 
tives or administrative decree. 

Congress will determine its 
broad charter and the policies by 
which it will be governed. Con- 
gress and the President will hold 
it accountable for its broad ac- 
complishments. The people of the 
valley will judge it every day by 
how well, how efficiently, how 
honestly and how devotedly it 
carries on its work. 

It will be an instrument of the 


citizens and institutions of the 
valley. 

These are the essential features 
of the TVA idea we would adopt 
for our own in the Missouri val- 
ley. 

(Murray discussed here the slow 
early growth of the Tennessee 
valley idea.) 


TVA a Departure 


From Usual Custom. 

In passing the TVA Act, the 
Congress departed from the usual 
custom of assigning the develop- 
ment of one use of a river to one 
agency and the problems of the 
land, the forests and the minerals, 
to still other bureaus and depart- 
ments. Instead, it looked upon the 
Tennessee river and its great 
basin as a unity, as in plain fact 


it exists in nature. Congress and 
the President saw the Tennessee 
‘river in the entirety of its possi- 
bilities for development—not sép- 
arately as a possible navigation 
channel, or as a power producer, 
or as a monster only to be con- 
trolled against floods. Nor was 
the river viewed as something 
separate from the land; it was 
recognized that what happens in 
the river is inevitably and closely 
related to what happens on the 
land. If land is unwisely used, for 
whatever reason, the effect is im- 
mediately apparent in the river. 
The slashing of forests and the 
continual planting of row crops 
which leave the soil barren to the

Congress 
outlined the broad objectives, made 
sure that the TVA could be re- 
sponsible and accountable for re- 
sults, and then gave it freedom 
to operate to obtain the desired 
results. Thus it avoided bureau- 
cratic overcentralization, red tape, 
the overburdening of the agency 
with specific detail of methods 
and with division of authority 
over various phases of its opera- 
tions. 

(Murray then gave examples of 
how this was done.) 

Mr. President, I say this is what 
we want in the Missouri Valley. 

(Here he went into the extent 
of the departure from usual Gov- 
ernment. practice in TVA and 
TVA's close relation to the needs 
of the valley.) 


Best Means of Holding 
Agency Accountable, 


There is another reason why I 
want this close relationship be- 
tween the Missouri Valley Author- 
ity and the people of the valley. 
It is the best guarantee We can 
find to hold our agencies of gov- 
ernment accountable for what 
they do, how they do it, and the 
results they get. As Mr. (Chair- 


man David E.) Lilienthal pointed | 


out in his book (TVA—Democracy 
on the March), “Working at the 
grass roots is the surest guarantee 
of that day-to-day adjustment to 
the needs and aspirations of the 
people which is the liveliest form 
of public accountability.

Boston is still in second place, 
seven games behind the Browns, 
with 42 games to play. The 
Browns have 40 contests left on 
their schedule. Should the Browns 
break even, or play .500 ball, 96 
points below their season’s pace, 
the Red Sox would have to win 
28 while losing 14, a .667 clip, or 
141 points above their season’s 
average. 

Detroit, a half-game farther be- 
hind, would have to win 29 while 
losing 14 to tie, or play .674 ball, 
142 points above their 1944 aver- 
age, 

Yes, things don’t look so bad 
for the Browns, but the best you 
can get out of Luke is, “If we 
win 92 games, we'll be tough to 
catch.”

He 
aaid that he had again attempted, 
as he had at Berchtesgaden, to 
persuade Ribbentrop that any rea- 
sonable objectives of Germany 


could be achieved by negotiation. | 


Ribbentrop, however, had brushed 
to one side all references of this 
eharacter, and had talked in very 
loud and violent terms of German 
power and of German military 
strength. 

Ciano added that he himself 
was by no means convinced of 
Germany’s ability to win such a 
victory. He said it might well 
he that the present German re- 
gime was like a man suffering 
from tuberculosis, who looked 
strong and healthy, but who had 
within him the germ of a fatal 
disease which might lay him low 
at the most unexpected moment. 
He believed that if the Allied 
powers maintained a defensive 
position, and prevented Germany 
from breaking through, that 
alone would result in Allied vic- 
tory. Germany could be vic- 
torious only by breaking 
through, whereas the Allied pow- 
ers could conquer eventually 
either by preventing Germany 
from breaking through or by 
breaking through themselves. 

Count Ciano went on to say that 
in his own judgment Hitler was 
completely under the domination 


of Ribbentrop who, he said, pos-. 


sessed a fatally malignant influ- 
ence. The formerly close and 
pleasant relations which he him- 
self used to enjoy with Goering 
no longer existed, presumably be- 
cause Goering felt that Ciano was 
responsible for Italy’s policy of 
non-belligerency. When he went 
to Berlin in the preceding month 
of October, Goering had not seen 


him, nor had he made any at-| 


tempt to communicate with him. 
Count Ciano then stated that he 
wanted.to remind me that Musso- 
lini was definitely “pro-German.” 
He believed that, notwithstanding 
this fact, Mussolini would never 
endanger the position of Italy, nor 
would he in any way change the 
present policy of Italy so as to 
add to the complexities of the 
present European situation. He 
wished to assure me that no new 
agreements of any kind had been

Only Ohio and South 
Carolina polled larger votes. 
Both parties recorded fewer 
votes in most instances. Some of 
the decreases were attributed to 
lack of contests in contrast with 
former years, but on the whole 
the 16 states polled 2/500,000 fewer 
votes than in the most recent com- 
parative state primaries. 
Important factors in the decline 
include the millions of service men 
overeas and the migration of war 
workers. These factors were ap- 
parent two years ago when the 
off-year congressional’ elections 
brought out only about 30 million 
votes. 

Illinois’ total Republican and 
Democratic primary vote for Gov- 
ernor was off 36 per cent com- 
pared to 1942. Part of this was 
due to the fact that there was no 
contest in the Democratic primary. 
The total vote was 1,252,252 as 
against 1,963,298 in 1942, a de- 
crease of 711,046. 

Kansans rolled up only 188,000 
votes in the senatorial primaries 
as against 371,899 in 1940, a drop 
of 183,899 or 49 per cent.

On Shelters From Swelters 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial, “A Shelter From Swelt- 
ers,” must have reached a responsive 
chord in many of the hearts and pores 
of us St. Louisans. 

As you point out, typical summer air 
conditioning, with its heavy expensive 
mechanical equipment and its heavy 
operating charges, is beyond the reach 
of the average citizen, 

Nevertheless, as soon as priorities per- 
mit and manpower is available, comfort 
will be available for Mr. Average Citi- 
zen in a device which can be installed 
for $100 to $150 with an electrical oper- 
ating charge of $1.50 to $2 a month. This 
equipment consists of a low-velocity, 
quiet, belt-driven propeller fan installed 
fn the attic, which draws large quanti- 
ties of the cooler air of evening through 
the house, thus dispelling the heat ab- 
sorbed from the sun during the daylight 
hours, 

Hence, for a modest operating charge, 
Mr. Average Citizen can transform every 
bedroom of his house to a sleeping porch 
(or better) and enjoy the comfort of 
lower room temperatures and air move- 
ment throughout the entire dwelling. 

Meteorological reports show that, even 
for St. Louis, the night temperatures 
drop from 10 to 15 degrees below the 
daytime temperatures. The attic ex- 
haust fan will produce a room tempera- 
ture within one or two degrees of the 
outdoors and thus produce a very satis- 
factory degree of comfort throughout 
an entire St. Louls summer.

A recent publication by the American 
Society of Refrigerating Engineers shows 
that prior to 1941, St. Louis had more 
residential air conditioning installations 
than any of the large cities for which 
statistics had been compiled.

There are, however, two points made

First, residential summer air condi- 
tioning was available, prior to the war, 
for homes equipped with warm-air heat- 
ing systems at a cost no greater than a 
medium-priced automobile, and second, 
the operating cost for the summer sea- 
son is considerably less than the corre- 
sponding heating cost.

This day—Friday, Aug, 18—may prove to be 
a momentous one in the history of the Missouri 
Valley.

The purpose of the Murray bill—which, of 
course, was modeled after the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, now in its twelfth year—is to provide 
one unified authority over the Missouri River. 
It is one big plan for one big river. 

The bill is designed to prevent floods, which, 
in the past two years alone, have caused damages 
of more than 100 million dollars; to irrigate the 
arid 
acres for cultivation; to promote navigation; to 
foster commerce among the states; to strengthen 
the national defense; to conserve water, soil and 
forest resources; and to promote the general wel- 
fare of the United States. 

In his speech of introduction, published else- 
where in this newspaper today, Senator Murray 
made a masterful presentation of the case for 
an MVA. He told how, after generations in 
which rival and competing Government agencies 
and bureaus have futilely tried to solve the riv- 
er’s problems piecemeal, it has now become neces- 
sary to consider the river as a whole under the 
new techniques and scientific management which 
have proved so successful in the 
Valley. | 

He told how floods have devastated millions 
of acres of farm land, how the water table has 
been lowered, how soil has been washed away, 
how lands athirst for water in the upper river 
have been denied it. He expressed the yearning 
of the people along the river's 2470 miles when 
he said that they want 

the waters of the valley husbanded: 

the floods controlled;

navigation for cheap transportation; 

the use of the river to provide electric power 
for homes, farms and industry; 

the basic resource of soil fertility protected; 

the development of industry; 

the arid and semi-arid lands of the upper river 
made rich and productive. 

When President Roosevelt asked Congress to 
create the TVA, he said: 


If we are successful here (in the Tennes- 
see Valley), we can march on, step by step, 
in a like development of other great natural 
territorial units within our borders. 

The pilot plant that is TVA hag been success- 
ful beyond the dreams of the President or of 
the venerable Senator Norris, known as the 
father of TVA. It has redeemed a region which 
was crumbling to ruin and has made it one of 
the model territories of the country, to the point 
that the principles it embodies have now been 
given world-wide implication. What has been 
done for the Tennessee River can be done for 
the Danube, the Amazon and the Yangtze-kiang. 

And what has been done in the way of unified 
management of the Tennessee's waters can be 
done for the Missouri,

Third Army which is the spearhead of the great 
American blitz—“That’s where he belongs!” It 
hag the flavor of Lincoln’s famous remark about 
Grant. 

In the summer of 1862, after Grant had forced 
Fort. Donelson’s unconditional surrender and then 
had won Shiloh’s second day, he was in disgrace 
with his military superiors because of slackness 
in paper work and with war correspondents and 
Senators because he drank. Great pressure was 
put on President Lincoln to cashier him. 

Grant did drink, as Lincoln knew. He did make

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blunders in battle, as the first day’s debacle at 
Shiloh had shown. But his Commander in Chief 
believed he would learn from his errors, and re- 
fused to remove him, saying: “I can’t spare that 
man—he fights.” 

Patton, too, has been guilty of blunders... His 
campaign-frayed temper led to the sorry episode 
in the hospital in Sicily; his intemperance in 
words was illustrated in London and many other 
places. But while Gen. Eisenhower punished him 
for these egregious errors, like Lincoln he could 
not spare such a first-class fighting man. 
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Rule by the Big Four? 


Gov. Dewey, who is well advised in internation- 
al affairs by the learned John Foster Dulles, 
made some excellent points in his Wednesday 
statement on postwar world organization, and 
they may well be pondered by the forthcoming 
conference at Dumbarton Oaks. 

Mr. Dewey is disturbed at indications that 
“it is planned to subject the nations of the 
world, great and small, permanently to’ the 
coercive power of the four nations holding this 
conference.” Mr. Dewey is certainly not alone in 
his fear that the small nations will not have a 
commensurate say in the postwar setup. The 
fear has also been expressed by such experts 
in statesmanship as Sumner Welles and by 
various well-informed commentators. 

Of course, the postwar pattern now slowly 
taking shape is not going to be described by any- 
one as a four-power world; yet even such utter- 
ances as Mr. Roosevelt’s of last June is open 
to the interpretation that the general plan is for 
a tight military alliance among the Big Powers, 
with the little countries occupying a very minor 
role, 

Mr. Dewey recognizes, as do all sensible people, 
that the primary job of keeping the peace, par- 
ticularly in the hectic period which is sure to 
follow a cessation of hostilities, rests with the 
Big Powers. They have the arms, the planes 
and the men. If trouble broke out after the war, 
we could not expect the Netherlands, Uruguay, 
Norway or Poland to settle the issue. 

What disturbs Mr. Dewey is how far this rule 
by superior force shall be extended, how long 
it will last and how it will operate. He says, 
and this is the soundest democratic principle, that 
the fact that the Big Four have developed over- 
whelming force does not give us the right to do 
what we please while the rest of the world is 
made subject to our coercion. “That,” he says, 
“would be the rankest form of imperialism.” 

And we think the Governor is dealing in a 
fundamental axiom when he says: “In the long 
term, solution of international problems, peace 
and security cannot be left to the sanctions of 
force alone. To leave them exclusively to the 
hands of a permanent military alliance of four 
victorious powers would be immoral, It would be 
a denial of the ideas for which we are fighting.” 
It would be like the peace imposed upon the 
world after the Roman conquests—the Pax Ro- 
mana. Surely, the brave new world that we all 
hope for is not something to be carved out and 
regimented at the point of a bayonet. 

Gov. Dewey's statement brought forth a prompt 
reply from Secretary Hull assuring him that his 
fears are unfounded. Good enough. We hope 
that they are, but we think the Governor was 
well within the field of sound and constructive 
criticism in giving voice to his fears, campaign 
or no campaign.

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The Price of Comfort 


In the letter column today are communications 
from two readers about means of avoiding the 
full rigors of summer-time heat in St. Louis. 
The one is correct in his statement that a high- 
capacity exhaust fan will generally make the in- 
terior of dwellings comfortable at night, and it is 
interesting to find from the other that St. Louis 
already leads the country in use of home air 
conditioning—that is, presumably, in proportion 
to population. 

Both letters; however, invite further comment. 
Comfort via the fan is limited by the outside 
temperature and humidity; people suffer by day 
as well as by night, though most people would 
be glad to have even night-time relief. Further- 
more, both methods seem rather more costly than 
they could be under conditions of real mass pro- 
duction. 

The attic fan is a very simple device consist- 
ing of a small motor, fan blades, sometimes a 
belt drive, and the attachments necessary for 
installing it, in a window or otherwise. Motors 
are amazingly cheap and there is nothing which 
should make fan blades cost more than a few 
dollars. Even including installation, $100 to 
$150 seems a stiff price—a very stiff one for 
those lowest-income people who live in the hottest 
quarters, 

Similarly, an air-conditioning plant in con- 
nection with a warm-air heating system consists 
principally of a motor and compressor plus 
thermostatic controls and a device for frost dis- 
sipation. It, too, could be made cheaper in 
quantity; and it will have to be made cheaper 
before any great number of people will feel they 
can afford it. 

Many more will put the cost of “a medium- 
priced automobile” into a medium-priced auto- 
mobile than into a refrigeration plant. Foolish or 
not, it is a well-established fact that many people 
will splurge on automobiles to the detriment of 
their dinner tables and other comforts, and any 
industry that hopes to compete against auto- 
mobiles for consumers’ dollars must achieve 
prices in harmony with this fact. 

And while there seems a rough-hewn justice in 
paying up to the amount of the fuel bill for the 
energy used in summer air conditioning, many 
people will balk at the dispensable expense on 
top of the indispensable one unless the dis- 
pensable one is indeed “considerably less.” 

it is to be hoped, therefore, that the air con- 
ditioning industry, including the St. Louis forum 
which the second correspondent mentions, will ad- 
dress itself not to engineering alone but to the 
economic feasibility of mass production ard dis- 
tribution, and that the heating and ventilating 
industry will do the same for other methods 
of providing cooler-places to live in,

Phooey to St. Looey

The war has brought many curious phe- 
nomena, and certainly not the least of 
them is the manner in which the St, Louis 
teams have been leading the National and 
the American leagues for months, Nothing 
like this has happened in the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant. Certainly the St, 
Louis Browns have never won the Ameri- 
can League pennant in their entire his- 
tory, much less won the World Series. 

Given such a state of things, a natural 
supposition would be that the baseball fans 
of St. Louis have been practically insane 
with excitement all summer. Yet the fact 
is that they have been yawning most of 
the time. After waiting for more than a 
generation for the Browns to bring home 
the ‘bacon (the Cardinals have copped sev- 
eral pennants), St. Louis appears to be in- 
terested in practically everything else, now 
that said bacon appears to be within reach. 

Normally, the thought of a World Series 
held entirely within a single city is highly 
objectionable to all the other cities on the 
two-league circuits, but the metropolis 
where this occurs considers it a windfall. 
It has happened only seven times in the 
past, six times in New York and once in 
Chicago (1906). Now that St. Louis seems, 
miraculously enough, to be in line for such 
a series, the people there are showing little 
more interest than they did when the 
Browns were in the cellar and the Car- 


dinals not far from it. 

Some say the indifference on the banks 
of the Mississippi is due to the excessively 
hot climate. Others declare that the ex- 
planation lies in the geographical location 
of St. Louis, which is not situated in a 
heavily populated area whence thousands 
of fans can be drawn. At all events, the 
behavior of the St. Louisans is in marked 
contrast to that of baseball devotees in 
other cities who have waited long years 
for a pennant winner. 

Take the Fiatbush Floogies, for example. 
Dem Bums are now stumbling along in 
last place, but when they were moidering 
the opposition a couple of years ago, the 
populace on the banks of the Gowanus 
went individually and collectively insane. 
Yet at the confluence of the Mississippi 
and the Missouri today there is an icy calm 
reminiscent of a crowd at an English 
cricket match, where the most raucous 
demonstration of popular excitement con- 
sists of a gentle pat of the hands, accom- 
panied by a decorous, “Well played.” 

How much longer is this sort of thing 
to keep up?

The Unappreciated Poetry 
Of Gerard Manley Hopkins 


“(Gierard Maniey Hopkins: A Life,”’ by Eleanor Ruag- 
(W. W., Norton & Co., New York.) 

Gerard Manley Hopkins was born a hun- 
dred years ago and has been dead for more 
than half a century, but his reputation as 
a poet has been established only within the 
past quarter-century. His poems, called 
fantastic and obscure by conventional ar- 
biters of taste in his generation, are ac- 
knowledged to be original and full of 
timely meaning in ours, 

Unappreciated by the Jesuit editors te 
whom their Jesuit author diffidently sub- 
mitted a few specimens, the poems were 
best appreciated by the Anglican clergy- 
man Richard Dixon, himself an unsuccess- 
ful poet, who encouraged Hopkins to con- 
tinue writing. His poems, unprinted dur- 
ing his lifetime because publication was 
not encouraged by his religious superiors, 
were eventually published by his free 
thinking friend, the laureate Robert 
Bridges, who worked with faithful per- 
severance to win recognition for them.

Eleanor Ruggles’ centennial biography 
of the poet shows him as a gifted register 
of the strengths and stresses of an inter- 
esting era, as a distinguished convert to 
Roman Catholicism, and as a poet who 
waited for an understanding audience, 
Talented son of a talented Anglican family, 
he entered Oxford when its intellectual cli- 
mate was changing. 

In this time of transition, when the in- 
fluence of Keble and Newman was spend- 
ing its last force, Hopkins became a Jesuit 
and spent the remaining 20 years of his 
life in distracted performance of a succes- 
sion of tasks for which he lacked the neces- 
sary executive talent, and which offered 
no outlet for his nervous and esoteric 
genius. Although an ineffectual preacher 
and teacher and a harried and uncertain 
overseer, he never siacked his tasks or 
wavered in his religious vocation. 
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His writing of poetry, only at intervals 
when his work and surroundings were con- 
genial, released him from the rack of rou- 
tine, but he severely kept it from usurping 
a central importance in his life. Jesuit 
tradition favored weightier literary ef- 
fort, and Hopkins accordingly projected in- 
numerable grand works of research and 
exposition, none of which was ever cCom- 
pleted and few of which were even begun. 
Of these he confessed, “All impulse fails 
me. ... iam a eunuch—but it is for the 
Kingdom of Heaven's sake.” An impotent 
scholar, an amateur musician and painter, 
only as a poet did he succeed in express- 
ing his fine sensibility in permanent form. 

His biographer has happily given us the 
results but not the processes of scholar- 
ship. Her work is informed and scholarly, 
but eminently readable. Her discussion of 
Hopkins’ poetry is adequate and engaging- 
ly untechnical; she rightly indicates that 
his useful technical innovations are less 
valuable than the civilized and disciplined 
intelligence that informs his poems. Al 
though this reviewer was occasionally irri- 
tated by such details as the not very ap- 
posite characterization of Whitman as “the 
American adventurer,” he warmly recom- 
mends this book for its rare combination 
of thorough information and good writ- 
ing.

“DEAD END,” which lado as authentic an American boy- 
hood as ever Mark Twain wrote about in his Huck Finn and 
Tom Sawyer sagas, is back again, in revival at the ST. LOUIS. 

Produced by Samuel Goldwyn from the play 
by Sidney Kingsley, and starring Humphrey Bo- 
gart as gangster, Marjorie Main as his heart- 
broken mother, Claire Trevor as Bogart’s child- 
hood sweetheart who later became a prostitute, 


Allen Jenkins as the gangster’s “lieutenant,” Joel 


McCrea as an architect and idealist, Sylvia Sid- 
ney as the poor girl who loved McCrea, and the 
y “Dead End Kids” as the boys in a street which 

came to an end in a sewer-fed river, the picture 
impressed this reviewer as being even more praiseworthy and 
deserving of compliments than when it was first released in 
1937. 


Its wonderful dialogue (“Look at me, fellas, I’m dancin’ ”’) 
goes over with the same punchiness it first did. Its ruthless 
logic (“We all make mistakes, that’s why we have erasers on 
pencils for’) continues to make a moviegoer marvel at the 
inventiveness of the picture's illiterate but intelligent charac- 
ters. As before, the audience’s laughter seems an outgrowth 
of compassion, but the compassion remains clean because free 
of false sentimentality. 


As will be remembered, the boyhood “Dead End” tells about 
is that of New York’s East Side, a slum garden, it might be 
said, out of which, nourished on malnutrition and spoiled 
dreams, the nation’s gangsters, malcontents and degenerates, 
as well as desperate dreamers, grow.

W: HOPE the name of this 


quick hot bread will arouse 

your curiosity to the point 
where you will try the recipe. It 
has a slightly crunchy sugary 
crust intermingled with the blue- 
berries and a light fluffy crumb 
that is about as sweet as the usual 
quick coffee cake. It will be ac- 
ceptable for breakfast, luncheon 
or dinner. 

Blueberry Buckle. 

Two cups sifted flour, three tea- 
spoong salt, three teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, one-half cup shorten- 
ing, one-half cup sugar, one egg, 
beaten, one-half cup milk, two tea- 
spoens lemon juice, two cups fresh 
blueberries, one-third cup sugar, 
one-third cup flour, one-third tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one-fourth cup 
margarine. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
with salt and baking powder. 
Cream shortening and sugar to- 
gether. Add egg and beat well. 
Add milk and sifted dry ingredi- 
ents alternately, beating well 
after each addition. Pour into-a 
waxed-paper lined nine-inch 
square cake pan. Add lemon juice 
to the blueberries and scatter 
over top of the batter. Combine 
the sugar, flour and cinnamon. 
Add the margarine and work to- 
gether into a crumbly mass, 
Sprinkle over top of blueberries. 
Bake at 350 degrees Fahrenheit 
for one hour. Eight servings.

row of jars on your pantry shelves 
you will proudly realize the tasti- 
est results from your easy can- 
ning effort. It’s wise to buy the 
finest, freshest fruits you can get. 
Right now there’s choice of lus- 
cious Elbertas, Hales, Haven and 
other favorites of the peaches. 
Apricots, too, are now excellent 
“buys.” Try to select them fully 
ripened; when they are pale they 
have been picked before the sun 
has had a chance to ripen them 
to their full flavor. Green grapes, 
and I mean the little, sweet, seed- 
less ones, are occasional bargains 
now in a combination of good qual- 
ity and reasonable price. But re- 
member, low price without good 
quality is no fruit bargain. 

Preserving tactics are “cold 
pack” and “water bath,” the sim- 
plest way and the method that 
seals the finest flavor and the 
most food value in the jars. Be- 
fore packing the grapes, peaches 
or apricots for processing, you 
handle each of them a little differ- 
ently. We can settle the pre- 
packing methods quickly, before I 
share with you some of my recipes 
of mixed fruit cocktail as well 
as the regular preserving. 

=: 


For peaches, a quick dip into 
boiling water and then into cold 
water makes the skins come off 
quite easily, Some varieties are 
easier to peel than others; I think 
Elbertas are about the easiest. 
Freestones are so much easier to 
handle than clingstones that the 
difference in price shouldn’t be 


considered. Peel the peaches, cut 


around with a paring knife and 
the halves, with smooth edges, 
should lift away from the stone. 

Apricots don’t need the dip into 
boiling water. They should be 
washed in cold water and wiped 
with a damp cloth to remove any 
fuzz. Then halve them and pit 
them and they are ready for 
packing. 

The seedless grapes are apt to 
hold on to a bit of the stems 
if you rush plucking them from 
the clusters. So don’t try to 
“comb” your fingers through the 
clusters too hastily. After the 
picking, wash the grapes in cold 
water and they are ready for the 
jars. 

Getting these fruits ready is so 
quick and easy that you should 
start by preparing the jars, the 
watgr bath kettle and the syrup. 


If you prepare the fruit first it 
will either have to soak in the 
water or stand and wait; 
invite spoilage or darken- 
ing of the color. Here’s the right 
order for the job: first, wash the 


in soapy water, 


Now put the syrup on to boil. 
Your taste preferences and sugar 
supply will decide whether it will 
be thin, medium or heavy.

They will do anything— 
have any kind of an operation, go 
on any fool diet, take any kind of 
medicine, soothsaying or electric- 
ity, when what they need is the 
philosophy to know what kind of 
people they are and that they must 
accept themselves and learn to 
live with themselves. 


A typical case history is a wom- 
an of 46 who has attacks of colicky 
pains in the abdomen, excessive 
gas with belching, palpitation, al- 
ternating constipation and mucous 
diarrhoea. All this started 16 
years ago, after the death of her 
fathergfrom cancer. About once a 
year she is sure she has cancer. 
She has had surgical operations 
for the removal of the appendix, 
drainage of the gallbladder, re- 
lief of adhesions, fixation of the 
kidney. None of them did her any 
good. She has been treated exten- 
sively for food allergy. It did her 
no good. When doctors tell her to 
go home and forget about it, there 
is nothing the matter with her, 
she is miserable, 


That last piece of advice is just 
as bad as an operation for these 
patients. They need sympathy, ex- 
planation that they are a pecu- 
liar kind of organism and should 
regard themselves that way. They 
need sedation for the nervous sys- 
tem. In diet they usually need to 
be fattened rather than have of- 
fending articles removed from the 
diet. But since the colon is irri- 
table to outside influences some- 
times irritating food should be 
withheld. They should be _ re- 
strained from cathartics, but if 
they have to take one, liquid petro- 
latum is probably the best.

South correctly won with the 
club king so as to be able to trap 
West’s probable jack on a later 
finesse. He then led the spade ace 
and jack, discarding a heart from 
dummy. East, on lead, was in an 
unpleasant position; he could do 
no better than return a low heart. 
Declarer promptly ruffed, then 
drew West's remaining trump 
(dummy discarding another heart) 
and let the club 10- ride for a 
finesse. It held, but naturally West 
did not cover, and declarer still 
had a losing club in his hand. 
He led a diamond, hoping to pro- 
mote a discarding opportunity, 
and played dummy’s jack. East 
won with the queen and again 
had to return a heart for want 
of a better exit play. Again de- 
clarer ruffed, and now he led to 
the diamond king, hoping the ace 
was on West's side. It wasn't, 
and when a third heart came 
back, declarer really had to ruff, 
or concede the setting trick. What- 
ever he did, however, there was 
no way to salvage the club loser. 

Perhaps it is redundant to point 
out that all South had to do was 
discard a diamond (not a club!)
